A FRENCH DETECTIVE S EXPLOIT. 

Even as the great clown, Grimaldi, was the 
prince and father of Ins imitators, so was the 
great Parisian detective, Vidocq, the prince 
of detectives.

‘Why, Marie!’ he gasped in astonishment, 
‘do you think I have lied to you—that I am 
not Pierre Molliere?’

ess, shrewdly, ‘but that, if you should drink 
another draught of my wine, I fear that you 
would turn out to be the commodore of a 
fleet; and that finally at the last drinking,

WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN WYOMING. 

Gov. Hoyt of Wyoming spoke some 
months ago in Philadelphia, on woman suf¬ 
frage in his territory. This is his description 
of an election : 

‘The polls were open in the office of the ho¬ 
tel. The window was near the side entrance. 
Inside were the judges—two of them women, 
one a man, the secretary a woman. An ani¬ 
mated discussion on politics was going on, 
when I heard a mysterious ‘Sh—sh.’ There 
were ladies coming to cast in their ballots. 
An avenue opened in the crowd; a lady’s car¬ 
riage appeared at the end of it; the gentlemen 
took off their hats—one aided her to alight; 
she advanced to the window, voted, was help¬ 
ed into her carriage again, and away she 
went. It was the same when women came 
on foot. There was always an eye watching; 
that ‘Sh—sh! was heard. Tlie utmost re¬ 
spect was shown to all, and the women were 
pleased with their new dignity and power.’ 

In answer to a question, ‘Do tha women 
all vote?’ the Governor said: 

‘Not every one. I have met ladies who 
prefer not to vote. But as a rule, the women 
all vote. The ‘first’ ladies are active partici¬ 
pants. As many women vote, I think, in 
proportion, as men. On certain moral ques¬ 
tions their influence is excellent. We have 
better laws, better institutions, better officers. 
While measures are pending, the public opin¬ 
ion of women has again and again decided 
their fate. We have better officers, because, 
though the women do not nominate they have 
the veto power in the ballot. This they well 
understand; and the men know that if dissi¬ 
pated or incompetent candidates be put up, 
the women will put their veto on their elec¬ 
tion.’ 

‘What is the condition of the schools?’ some 
one asked, and the Governor replied: 

‘Wyoming schools surprised me. They 
are conducted by principals from Eastern 
colleges. Ninety per cent of the children of 
Cheyenne are in the schools, are well-trained 
and the school buildings are models. For 
school purposes the people are always ready 
to vote more money at once. Often, when 
the trustees ask for certain sums, the people 
give them more.’ 

To another question, ‘What is the effect on 
Temperance?’ the reply was : 

‘We have the Sunday law. Prohibitory 
measures have not been tried. The popula¬ 
tion is a pioneer one, and such measures are 
not proposed, but the Sunday is kept sacred. 
The Sabbath is as quiet in Cheyenne as in 
any •village in Massachusetts.'

Boys may find a counteracting influence in 
the buoyancy of their spirits and their fond¬ 
ness for outdoor exercise, though even boys 
are sometimes crowded with study beyond the 
powers of endurance; but the danger is very 
great with young girls and young ladies that 
in pressing them too closely with study the 
fruit of intellectual development will be lost 
in their physical powers giving way, if not in 
their early death. 

The fault is generally with teachers who 
are ambitious to advance their pupils and to 
advance their own reputation; but parents 
who see their children wilting under such a 
process should remonstrate at once,and if this 
does not avail should withdraw them from 
such influences. Knowledge is dearly bought 
at the price of health and at the cost of a ruin¬ 
ed physical constitution.— N. F. Observer.

AT LAST! 

BUTLER ELECTED GOVERNOR. 

The Olil Bay Slate Ulvc* the Country u 
Surprise Party. 

Tuesday was a cloudy day. It was also a 
cold day for the Republican nominee for Gov¬ 
ernor. The Republican party of Massachu¬ 
setts has concluded to “give the old man a 
chance,” and so, while the balance of its 
Slate ticket was elected, Butler is made 
Governor by a plurality of 13,000, out of a 
total vote of 256,345. Last year the total 
vote was only 156,696, and in 1880 it was 
282,346. The vote stands as follows : Butler 
133,802, Bishop 120,714, Alrny 1829. For 
Lieutenant Governor Ames received 122,903 
votes, Bowerman 107,4813, and Blackmer 
1532. One town remains to be heard from. 

The Democrats have gained three Con¬ 
gressmen in the eastern part of the State, so 
that the delegation will stand: Republicans 8, 
Democrats 4. There are also Democratic 
gains in the Legislature, which, according to 
the best estimates, will stand: House, 153 Re¬ 
publicans and 87 Democrats, a Democratic 
increase of 25; Senate, 25 Republicans and 15 
Democrats, a gain of 10 for the latter.

The New York elevated railroads have car¬ 
ried over 80,000,000 passengers the past year. 

The people of Zoar think the numerous 
charcoal kilr.s are the cause of several deaths 
and much sickness in town. 

A joint stock company has been organized 
at Columbia, Mo., for a 50,000-aere cattle 
ranch in Texas, the lands being located near 
railroads and about 100 miles west of Dallas. 
The company have $150,000 and will fence 
the entire tract. 

Another hero is gone. August Sieg, the 
Pennsylvania Railroad engineer who was 
driven from his cab the other day by a sud¬ 
den burst of flame, and then rushed back in¬ 
to the fiery mass to stop the train and save 
the GOO passengers from a terrible wreck, has 
since died.

1 It must not be supposed that the oyster- 
man’s trade is one that leads by a smooth and 
easy way directly from a’comparatively inex¬ 
pensive stock of dead shells to rich and cer¬ 
tain profit. There are four ravenous epicures 
of the sea that feed upon the oyster, and oft¬ 
en to such an extent as to blight all the oys- 
terman’s hope of a harvest. There are the 
starfish, the periwinkle, the drill, and the 
drum-fish. The starfish often move in vast 
bodies, like the army-worms on land, and 
have been known to destroy entirely a bed of 
marketable oysters as cleanly as the army- 
worms demolish every green leaf and blade of 
grass in their way. Some idea of their num¬ 
bers may be formed from the fact that Mr. K. 
W. Law, a New Haven oysterraan, one day 
in June last, dredged from his grounds, off 
Irving’s Point, within five hours, no less than 
two hundred and forty pounds of them. 
Those who have studied the oyster and his 
enemies say that .the starfish wraps his five 
fingers about an oyster, waits until the shell 
is opened, then suddenly injects into it a flu¬

Me. Blaine considers luiuseif out of poli¬ 
tics, and is reported to have said that he was 
not a candidate for the Presidency or for any 
other political office. 

Gen. Buti.ek is not a candidate for the 
Presidency, “for he himself has said it;” 
but he does not say he would not be if he 
saw a chance for the nomination. 

The next House at Washington will stand, 
according to the latest returns : Democrats, 
190; Republicans, 123; Readjusters and In¬ 
dependents, 12. About 185 new members 
have been elected. 

Pkesident Arthur is credited with the 
purpose of appointing only the stanchest stal¬ 
warts to the fat offices hereafter. This would 
of course be very pleasing to them, but we do 
not believe the President has gone complete¬ 
ly daft yet. 

Nebraska defeated the proposed woman 
suffrage amendment to the constitution by 
some 20,000 votes. It is said that a good 
many voters were disgusted with the persist¬ 
ent electioneering of the women, who spent 
some $5000 in the campaign, provided free 
lunches, and so on. 

Hon. Oliver Ames, our lieutenant govern¬ 
or-elect, had a sort of political love feast 
at North Easton Tuesday evening. Republi¬ 
cans and Democrats, successful and unsuc¬ 
cessful candidates alike, were invited, the 
guests numbering some 300, and speeches 
were made by Governor Long, Gen Butler 
and several others. 

The U. S. supreme court has decided that 
Gen. N. M. Curtis must pay the fine of $1000 
for making political assessments upon govern¬ 
ment employes, while holding a federal office 
himself. This decision establishes the con¬ 
stitutionality of the law forbidding such prac¬ 
tices. Now let it be made equally applicable 
to congressmen. 

Charles Francis Adams, Jr., advocates 
the election of Gen. Francis A. Walker, late 
chief of the census bureau, as United States 
Senator from this State. Since Senator 
Hoar’s vote for and defence of the river and 
harbor bill the tide has been setting against 
his return to the Senate. But while he has 
made a few mistakes,it is not certain that any 
other man would have made fewer. In integ¬ 
rity, ability and influence, he stands second 
to none, and the State may well hesitate be¬ 
fore dispensing with his services too readily. 

On the whole, about how much did the Re¬ 
publican congressional committee accomplish 
in the recent campaign? With its idiotic 
“Campaign Text Book,” its red-hot campaign 
weekly, devoted to the harrowing recital of 
Southern outrages, its outrageous assessment 
of government employes, and its supposed 
outlay of money where it would “do the most 
good”—with all these the committee succeed¬ 
ed in helping to overwhelmingly defeat its 
own party. When another committee of this 
kind is appointed, it will be directed, we 
imagine, by men who are not wholly blind to 
the signs of the times. 

Dolly Dutton, a well-known liliputian,who 
has been exhibited throughout the country, is 
said to be a hopeless lunatic, and has been 
sent to the Worcester asylum. Dolly was 
born in Natick in 1855, and is now three feet 
high. When 18 years old she weighed only 
12 pounds. She was married in 1875, but 
soon separated from her husband, and her in¬ 
sanity is said to have been caused by domestic 
troubles. 


The Institute _fair at Boston closes this 
week after a very successful season. The 
managers of the Institute have notified the 
Governors of thirteen Southern States that 
next year there will be space reserved for 
the exhibition of the natural products of 
their States, with a view of enabling those 
States to show what inducements they have to 
offer to immigrants. 

A bill has been introduced in the Vermont 
Legislature which proposes to raise all the 
revenues for the support of the State gov¬ 
ernment by a tax on railroad, express, tele¬ 
graph, telephone, insurance, car and steam¬ 
boat companies, savings banks and trust com¬ 
panies. 

Artist Bierstadt’s house at Irvington-on- 
the-Hud6on was burned last week Friday, 
with a number of valuable paintings. The 
house cost $100,000. It was built ou a com¬ 
manding eminence, and the whole north side 
was given up to an immense 6tudio. 

The largest telescope in the world is being 
finished by Alvan Clark & Sons of Cam¬ 
bridge for the observatory at Palkovo, Rus¬ 
sia. It is 45 feet long, has a 30-inch object 
glass, and will seemingly bring the moon 
within 114 miles of the earth. 


It is rumored that Vanderbilt and others 
are forming a combination to break up the 
shipping of dressed meat from Chicago to the 
East, it being more to the advantage of the 
railroads to transport live stock, the weight 
being twice as much. 

Judge Nelson of the United States court in 
New York has decided that Long Island 
Sound is a part of the Atlantic Ocean, and 
its navigation is not governed by New York 
and Connecticut, as heretofore supposed. 

Pawtucket, R. I., with a population of 20,- 
000, is the largest town under town govern¬ 
ment in the United States, and its citizens by 
a majority of ninety-six have refused to ac¬ 
cept a city charter.

A. Rice, clerk at the freight office, is selling 
tickets in the meantime, while Mr. King from 
Springfield is looking after the work at the 
freight house. 

W. C. Dewey will shortly remove his in¬ 
surance business to C. L. Gardner’s office, 
where it will be looked after by W. W. 
Leach. Mr. Gardner is building a small ad¬ 
dition on the rear of his office building, for 
use as his private office.

The Boston & Albany Railroad is putting 
in “point” switches on the division between 
Springfield and Worcester, having used them 
for some time east of Worcester.

The Newton Graphic thinks the Boston & 
Albany Railroad ought to carry its passengers 
for two cents a mile on single tickets, and 
wants the people along its line from Boston to 
Albany to unite in an eifort to secure a reduc¬ 
tion in fares. The road can unquestionably 
well afford to carry passengers at a lower rate 
than it is now doing. With cheaper fares 
would come increased business, which would 
more than make good the reduction, and the 
road might well make a voluntary concession 
in this direction, before the people appeal to 
the Legislature to make it do so.

Moke than a year lias elapsed since the 
death of President Garfield, and his doctors’ 
bills are still unpaid.

Gen. Francis A. Walker declines posi¬ 
tively to be a candidate for the U. S. Senate, 
and says that he is heartily in favor of the re¬ 
turn of Senator lloar, as “an able, upright 
and courageous senator, such as it is the good 
fashion of Massachusetts to retain in office.”

But¬ 
ler would be a veritable bull in a China shop 
in that august body,and there are few Repub¬ 
licans in the Legislature who would vote to 
“give the old man a change” there for six 
years. 

It is reported that Secretary Lincoln will 
recommend that no river and harbor appro¬ 
priation be passed during the present fiscal 
year, as there is a surplus of $4,000,000 from 
last year, and the appropriation at the last 
session of Congress was larger than can be 
used this year. This is rather a significant 
commentary on the wisdom and necessity ol 
the last river and harbor bill. 

Clerk Marden, of the Massachusetts 
House, aspires to be known as Speaker Mar¬ 
den after this year. He has never been known 
as a statesman to any great extent, but he has 
a good voice, experience and wit; can turn 
out poetry by the yard, and is a tip-top good 
fellow—qualifications which will doubtless be 
considered sufficient, by the members of the 
House, to give him the desired honor. 

Boston Democrats will soon have an op¬ 
portunity to demonstrate their acceptance of 
the civil service reform principles which the 
party in this State advocated so virtuously in 
the recent campaign. Mayor Greene has 
been renominated by the Republicans, but Al¬ 
bert Palmer, the “poor Palmer” who has been 
hungry so long, has secured the Democratic 
nomination. Mayor Greene has made a 
model official, however, and to be consistent 
the Democrats will of course vote to retain 
him. 

In the death of Prof. Henry Draper, which 
occurred at New York on Monday, the cause 
of astronomy loses a shining light and a close 
student. Prof. Draper discovered the gela- 
tino-bromide dry process in photography, 
originated the best known system of testing 
and polishing mirrors, built a telescope for 
photographing the spectra of the stars, and 
has in many ways contributed to the advance 
of his favorite science. His death follows 
close upon that of his distinguished father, 
Prof. John W. Draper. 

W ith the city election only a little more 
than a week ahead, Springfield is all at sea 
for a candidate for mayor. Nobody seems to 
think ot renominating Mayor Ladd, and ’most 
everybody who has been named for the place 
is in a declining mood. In these topsey turvey 
political times we are surprised that one 
name has not been brought to the front be¬ 
fore this, and can only account for it by re¬ 
membering the innate modesty, even bash¬ 
fulness, of the man. But we don’t propose 
to let him remain hid under a bushel any 
longer. We therefore beg to suggest the 
name of the genial, wide-awake Ben. 
Weaver. 

William C. Goldtuwait, who died at 
Longmeadow last Saturday, was an educator 
of no ordinary ability. For several years 
principal of the academy at Westfield, he 
afterwards established a family school for 
boys at his old homestead in Longmeadow’, 
and there did some of his most successful 
work. Original in his methods, keen and ob¬ 
servant, he opened the storehouse of knowl¬ 
edge to his pupils in a way that was attrac¬ 
tive, stimulating and instructive in a rare de¬ 
gree. A man of fine tastes, sterling charac¬ 
ter and deep piety,set about with many quaint 
peculiarities, he was highly esteemed by all 
who knew him, and loved by those who knew 
him best.

equally distributed over all as the dew of 
heaven falls upon the just and unjust alike— 
that being done I shall have time in which 
to amuse myself with cattle shows, horse- 
arots, dog-figfit 6 , and other like matters. 

Everybody knows how distasteful it is for 
Butler to appear before the people on any 
public occasion, and this declaration of 
course means that he will as Governor devote 
himself to the more agreeable and weighty 
niatlers of f^tate, and will only appear before 
the dear people to receive their huzzas when 
these reforms are accomplished. What a 
noble Governor tie will make,to be sure/ We 
hope the mighty chieftain has not bitten off 
more more than he can chew.

The Thanksgiving market will be well sup¬ 
plied this year, and anybody who has money 
enough can have the regulation turkey, al¬ 
though the gobblers are somewhat scarce, 
and prices correspondingly high, the re¬ 
tail figures being 25 cents per pound. Fowls 
are somewhat lower, the price being 18 cents, 
while chickens will sell for 20. Potatoes are 
held firm at $1 by the farmers, although the 
imported article sells as low as 85 cents and 
the quality is proportionately poorer. Tur¬ 
nips are 50 cents a bushel, beets $1, and on¬ 
ions $1.25. Squashes are 5 cents a pound 
and not very plentiful, and cabbages sell for 
2 cents a pound. Celery brings 20 cents a 
bunch, and is of excellent quality. Pump¬ 
kins are hard to find at any price, and pump¬ 
kin pies will be few and far between. Or¬ 
anges are coming into market in good quanti¬ 
ty, Jamaicas and Floridas selling at 50 
cents a dozen, and Valencias at 25 and 35 
cents. Lemons range from 15 to 25 cents. 
Bananas are 50 cents a dozen; Catawba 
grapes 13 and Malagas 25 cents a pound. 
Raisins bring from 13 to 18 cents, the Valen¬ 
cias finding a large sale this season at the 
first-named price, being of much nicer quality 
than usual.

THE PURITANS AND QUAKERS, 

The Puritan laid no claim to the possession 
of any peculiar inspiration or divine light 
whereby he might be aided in ascertaining 
the meaning of the sacred text; but he used 
his reason just as he would in any matter of 
business, and he sought to convince, and ex¬ 
pected to be convinced, by rational argument 
and by nothing else. It followed, trom this 
denial of any peculiar inspiration, that there 
was no room in the Puritan commonwealth 
for anything like a priestly class, and that 
every individual must hold his own opinions 
at his own personal risk. 

We can now see what it was that 
made the Puritans bo intolerant of the 
Quakers. The followers of George Fox did 
lay claim to the possession of some sort of pe¬ 
culiar or personal inspiration. They claim¬ 
ed the right to speak and act as ‘the spirit 
moved them,’ and they sometimes sought to 
exercise this alleged right to an extent that, 
in the eyes of the Puritans, threatened the 
dissolution of all human society. Nor were 
these obnoxious claims confined to the deco¬ 
rum of written or 6 poken discussion. The 
Quakers who so roused the wrath of Boston 
in the seventeenth centurv were not at all like

Clerk of the House of Commons, 200 rac¬ 
coon skins. 

‘Members of Assembly, per diem,three rac¬ 
coon skins. 

‘Entered into a law the 18th day of Octo¬ 
ber, 1779, under the great seal of -he State.

OVER-EATING. 

i 

, Animals living in a state of nature do not 
over-eat themselves. They stop eating when 
j they have got enough. There are no prize 
j cattle on the prairies. It is the stalled ox,and 
j the pig in his pen, deprived of exercise, that 
j can be fattened into a diseased obesity. 
Horses escape this process because men do 
not to any great extent knowingly devour 
them. The hunter and racer are not over¬ 
fed. All animals expected to do their work 
are carefully fed as to quality and quantity. 
If human beings were fed as wisely they 
would be as healthy. There are some good 
rules for feeding as to quantity. When our 
food is simple and natural in kind and quality 
and mode of preparation, there is little dan¬ 
ger of eating too much. There is little dan¬ 
ger, for example, of eating too many grapes, 
apples, pears or bananas. Salt, sugar, spices 
and luxurious cookery tempt to excess. With 
men, as with animals, a natural diet is self- 
limiting, and we are disposed to stop when we 
have got enough. The more artificial the 
food, the more elaborate and luxurious the 
feast, the more the liability to overload the 
stomach, overtask the digestive power aud 
overweigh the forces of life. Simplicity of 
f'ood is a condition of health, and promotes 
longevity. The quantity of food which ena¬ 
bles a man to do his daily work without loss 
of weight is precisely what he requires. He 
supplies the daily waste—no more and no less. 
This quantity may vary a little with each in¬ 
dividual, but every one can easily ascertain 
his own measure of requirement by reducing 
the quantity of daily food until he finds a bal¬ 
ance of force and weight. Itis my opinion 
that the average quantity of water-free ali¬ 
ment required, say by business and literary 
men, is twelve ounces. Men of great muscu¬ 
lar activity may require 16 to 20 ounces. I 
have found myself in very good condition for 
sedentary work on 8 or 10 ounces. When 
any one is in good condition for his work and 
keeps his normal weight, he has food enough. 
— Dr. Nichols, in Food Reform Magazine.

A VISIT FROM ST. 


A Christmas Plum Piuldin; 


To be wholesome, a plum pudding must he 
well combined, well mixed, well cooked, served 
up hot, aud eaten before tlie appetite is flag¬ 
ging. A good plum pudding is not indigestible, 
nourisliing, strengthening, and, above all, com¬ 
forting ; it puts people in good tomper and 
makes them feel happy. Do not make it too 
rich, too heavy, nor ton sweet, nor too large, 
but be moderate in everything, forgetting 
nothing, and mixing it with your own hands. 
Only that plum pudding i3 lucky that is stirred 
by each member of the household. 

Take one pound of best raisins, well stoned ; 
one pound of currants, half a pound of Sul¬ 
tanas, half a pound of finely-chopped candied 
peel, one pound of best moist sugar, yie rind of 
ono lemon, grated; mix spice according to 
judgment; one ounce of powdered sweet 
almonds, grated nntraeg and ground cinnamon, 
a finch of salt and a pinch of ground pepper. 
Prepare best white stale bread crumbs and rub 
it even, to yonr judgment in quantity; then 
add three tablespoons of fine-sifted flour. Chop 
as fine as possible three-quarters of a pound of 
best beef suet; add to bread and flour ; 
also two good pinches of baking powder ; mix 
well. Add groceries and mix welL Pour two 
tablespoons of bast golden syrup over thi3 
mixture. 

Beat up the yolks of six eggs well; the whites 
of three with white sugar, mix them with the 
pudding materials. Stir for ten minutes, till 
all is amalgamated. Add two glasses of sherry, 
if desired, mix sufficient to bring to a good 
moisture, but not sloppy. Butt r a mould well; 
pour in pudding and place in steamer or in 
saucepan, so that tho water reaches only half 
the height, and by no means immerse it, cover 
the pudding with clean paper and let Btcam for 
six hours at least. For sauce, take piece of 
best butter and molt; mix with half a spoon of 
best fine flour, mix well. Add sugar and vanilla 
flavoring and as much milk or cream as desired. 
Mix well in stirring till it is perfectly smooth.

Chrstinas Tree Cultivation, 


| Plant your tree in a small washtnb, filled in 
with brickbats, or a bed of hard'coai, or any¬ 
thing that is heavy and will keep it in place, 
and cover over the tub with a gayly-striped 
afghan, or a fnr robe, or a flag, and upon this 
base many of the larger articles, such as books, 
deskB, etc., can bo arranged. The children oan 
manufacture many beautiful decorations for 
the Christmas tree, in which they will take 
quite as much pleasure as if they were from the 
fancy shops. With a few sheets of gilt, blue, 
6cariet and silver paper cut into tiny strips four 
inches in length and half an inch in width, yon 
can make long chains to entwine from bough 
to bough of tho tree. With a bottle of muci¬ 
lage paste the two ends of tho strips together 
until half of them are made into rings ; then 
make up some more by slipping one end 
through two rings and joining them together. 
Let tho three rings becomo dry and then join 
them into four garlands.

The 
blessedness of giving never diminishes, though 
that of receiving may cease almost entirely. 

There are certainly among oua readers those 
whose children are not suffocated with gifts 
of ovory sort. Happier by far are these than 
tlie others. They have an appetite which makes 
plain food agreeable, they have wants that 
assert themselves before they are anticipated, 
they know tlie keenness of hunger and the 
keenness of gratification which comes only of 
hunger and its satisfaction. 

Tliere may be those among our readers on 
whom poverty has laid an iron hand, who cannot 
satisfy fully or even partially the demands of 
hunger and thirst, hunger for knowledge, thirst 
that can only be quenched by the waters of 
Castalia.. The Hand that denies is often tho 
loving Hand; is it not always the loving Hand?- 
“Ho spared not His own Son?” and this was in 
love; the “joy that was set before Him” was 
ample reward for all tlie pain. 

Divine must be the plan which moet3 aud 
satisfies all the varied needs of the huinaa race. 
In Glirist each man finds his brother. He 
united and unites in Himself every condition of 
suffering and victorious humanity. With Him 
we can equally suffer and rejoice, and this in 
whatever circumstances we may be placed is 
cause for ioy. 

Christmas in Germany. 

In German communities Christmas is the 
most strictly observed of- -all festivals. Every 
household prepares its “ Wcihnachts-bamn,” be 
it a lordly tree, from whose wide-spreading and 
garlanded branches hang trinkets, French bon¬ 
bons, and ingenious clockwork toys; whose 
sturdy stem rises out of a little pyramid of 
cakes, crackers and hothouse flowers, and 
whose comely proportions are revealed by the 
light of a thousand star-like tapers; or be it 
but a humble little shrub boasting but a few 
kreutzers’ worth of gingerbread and paper eut- 
tings, lighted by hut a tallow dip, and rising 
modestly out of the neck of an exhausted 
“sehnaps” bottle. Poor, indeed, must be the 
“paterfamilias,” and sadly desperate his finan¬ 
cial prospects, who cannot serapo together the 
necessary.pittance for his “Baum.” He would 
sooner go without his tobacoo than have to tell 
his wife and children that there could be uo 
tree this year. The whole thing may seem 
trivial, and the pleasure with which even grown¬ 
up people join in what is nothing less than a 
household ceremony strikes one as childish ; 
but there is much to bo said for it. It serves 
to repair the almost worn-out family ties of 
many a household, and brings out the whole- 
somest and most worthy points in many natures 
one has up to then been accustomed to look 
upon as a compound of dissipation aud selfish¬ 
ness. Christmas is, again, the recognized 
time for reconciliations, when old-standing 
quarrels and iiffs can bo healed, and when 
either party can make the first advancos with¬ 
out the unworthy fear of seeming servile. 

Christmas Carols. 

The singing of Christmas oarols dates back 
to the very earliest ages of Christianity, when 
the bishops were accustomed to chant them to 
their assembled flocks. Other ancient practices 
belonging to the day, as, for instance, the 
hanging of the mistletoe, and the burning of 
tho Yule log, have their origin in Pagan times, 
and are borrowed directly from the Druids and, 
j the Scandinavian rites in honor of tlie Norse 
! god, Thor. Tlie hauling in and burning of the 
Yule log v/as one of the most joyous Christmas 
ceremonies of feudal days, a timo when old 
'wrongs were forgotten, strife was laid aside 
and peace and plenty reigned tlirongliout. Its 
praises are appropriately sung in some venera¬ 
ble verses found in the Sloaue manuscripts, 
and supposed to belong- to the time of Henry 
YL : 

Welcome be Thou, heavenly King

Welcome for Whom we shall sing, 

Welcome Yule. *.

With glad anthems and green decorations tlie 
day is made the brightest one on the calendar, 
as befits the day when the promiso of redemption 
was made manifest in the lleah. In the saloons 
it is a day of gay revelry, when wino instead of 
whisky tliiekons the tongues and muddles tho 
brains of .fools. In the purlieus of the eity it is 
tho time when tho memories of hotter days are 
drowned in the poor efforts at merrymaking, 
when the hopes that might ho of better days to 
como are forgotten in such happiness as can be 
forced iu tho midst of squalor from the empty 
coffers and scant larders of dire poverty. In 
the homes where little children frolic and 
dream of Santa Claus it is the day of oil Ways, 
when there are to he no tears, no lessons, noth¬ 
ing hut good will and jollity. In the homes 
from which the little ones have been taken 
away it is an anniversary of sorrow.

It is a day of joys and sorrows, tears and hap- 
py langhter, loving hopes and tender heart¬ 
breaking memories ; of plenty and privations, 
the keener because of the season: of solemn 
worship and of idle, wretched debauchery.

The patron saint 
of the old Dutch city—whose name, once St. 
Nicholas, has been corrupted to Sain’ Nicli’ias 
aud to Santa Clans—knows it all, and at least 
once a year, at Xmaatide, ho visits the homes 
he has loved and cared for these last few cen¬ 
turies. a 

How to Cook the Christmas Turkey. 

A lady who is reputed tiyilwaya have “good 
roast turkey,” wrote out the following: “Unless 
it is badly soiled, never soak, wash, or wet a 
turkey, as many do. Indeed washing injures 
any kind of meats aud lish, oxeept those kept 
in salt brine. Carefully draw the turkey, and 
wipe thoroughly inside and out with a dry towel. 
It will thus keep longer uncooked, and be better 
flavored. If it chances to be a tough one, steam 
it an hour or two, as needed, before bailing. If 
ono has not a steamer large enough, as few have, 
it may be done in a wash-boiler, supporting the 
bird above tho water on a couple of inverted 
basins, or suspending it by strings from the 
handles. My family has learned to like plain 
stuffing rather than the. highly-seasoned, rich, 
indigestible dressing so much in vogue. I use 
stale bread, chopped fine, just moistened with 
seeding water, not to a ‘mush,’ and add a little 
butter, salt, pepper, and, if desired, a small 
pinch of sweet marjoram or thyme; most like 
summer savory. After shifting and sewing, 
fasten the wings and legs down closely with 
skewers or by tying with strings. Boast hi tho 
dripping pan without water. To keep the skin 
from scorching baste now and then with a littls 
water seasoned with butter and salt. Bake 
through uniformly to a light brown, avoiding 
burning or hardening any part. A good oyster 
stuffing, when easily obtainable, is Med by 
many as follows: Drain off most of the liquor 
from the oysters, season with sufficient butter 
and pepper and roll them in cracker and bread 
crumbs. Fill the cavity of the turkey entirely 
with these.”

Iu the 
great kitchens of the wealthy commoners of old 
England, holly and ivy, mistletoe and red ber¬ 
ried boughs decked the walls and the rafters, 
while tlie logs roared and the flames leaped 
merrily and cheerily np the chimney and cast 
a ruddy glow on the rosy faces of tlie swains 
and buxom village, lasses assembled ’neath the 
roof tree to celebrate in their own simple, 
sturdy and jubilant way the anniversary of the 
advent of Him who came to bring peace on 
earth and good will to all men. Then gentle 
and simple deemed it in no wise unfit to meet 
and mingle their laughter and tread a lively 
measure. The Sqnire led Phyllis, his lodge- 
keeper’s daughter, forth in the country dam*, 
he admiring and urbane, she blushing, coy and 
proud of the distinction thus conferred on her. 
Baron and boor met upon tlie common level of 
the earthen or sanded floor, and the rustic,

dainty fingers of his liege lady in his brawny 
hand and could feel in his manly heart tlie pul¬ 
sations of gratitude to the Messiah, who had 
come to teach the lofty and the lowly that they 
were the children of one Father ; tlie subjects 
of one Eternal King.

DANIEL WEBSTER AND THE UNITED 
STATES PRESIDENCY. 


It is not generally known,’ said Thurlow 
Weed of New York, alter a rubber of whist— 
for, though he could no longer make out the 
faces of his friends, he could still see the 
cards when placed in a good light—‘It is not 
generally known how near Daniel Webster 
came to being president.’ 

‘It is generally known,’ 1 said, ‘that he was 
a candidate for the Whig nomination five 
times,and missed it every time.’ 

‘Yes,’ he acquiesced, ‘but lie came a good 
deal nearer than that—a good deal nearer. I 
had always been one of Ins profound admirers, 
and wanted to see him president in 1840. But 
it was obvious to me during the winter that he 
couldn’t get the nomination: that Harrison 
was leading. 1 went down to Washington 
early in the spring and called him into the 
cloak room. ‘1 think I shall be the Whig 
candidate,’ he said. I expressed my doubt 
ofit. ‘Who will be, then?' he asked. ‘It 
looks to me like Harrison,’ I answered. He 
sneered at the idea. He naturally had but lit¬ 
tle respect for mere military men, and he ex¬ 
claimed, ‘It is impossible that a man so igno¬ 
rant as he, and so Jacking in every quality of 
a chief magistrate, can be nominated for such 
a place.’ I told him it was simply a ques¬ 
tion of who could poll the most votes; and 
then I got him to sit down and look at my fig¬ 
ures. They didn’t convince him ol course. 

‘Why don’t you act as it you believed it 
yourself,’he said,‘for you have chosen a Scott 
delegate from your own State.’ ‘That was to 
prevent the appointment of a Clay delegation,’ 
I said ‘and Clay cannot be elected if nomi¬ 
nated. But Mr. Webster,’ I went on,‘I have 
not come to Washington to have you with¬ 
draw your name, but to ask you to accept the 
nomination for vice-president in case Harri¬ 
son shall be elected lor first place.’ No, he 
wouldn’t listen to such a proposal, and he re¬ 
fused with quite as much spirit as the occa¬ 
sion called for. So I came home, and Harri¬ 
son was nominated, and John Tyler was made 
his vice, and by the death ot Harrison, Tyler 
became president a month alter his election. 
Webster saw the mistake he had made, and 
the next time I saw him—he was Tyler’s sec¬ 
retary of State—he confessed it to me.’ 

‘Well, curiously enough, that was not the 
last of his fatal mistakes. In 184S, the very 
same thing happened right over again. In 
1844,Clay had been deteated and taken out of 
the way, and now Webster thought he could 
walk over the course. I saw that General 
Taylor was likely to be the man, for after the 
Mexican war there was a great furore over 
Taylor. During the spring' belore the nomi¬ 
nation I went to Marshfield. ‘Well, what do 
you think of it this time?’asked Mr. Web¬ 
ster, with a smile of security. 

■I think this time,’ I said, ‘that Taylor will 
be the man.’ 

‘He was astonished. It didn’t look so to 
him. lie thought it a very wild guess. ‘Do 
you seriously think,’ he asked, ‘that such a 
man can be nominated?’ I assured him that 
I thought it very probable. Taylor was then 
designated by those who did not admire him 
as an illiterate frontier colonel who hadn’t 
voted for lortv years. Webster seemed to 
sympathize with this view, lie remembered 
his lormer mistake and smiled, and said at 
last lie would consult his two best friends, 
George Ashmun of Massachusetts and Sena¬ 
tor Wilson of New Hampshire, and do as they 
said. 

‘They were summoned, and came. I met 
them at Mr. Webster’s and presented my fig¬ 
ures. They were nonplussed at first, but fin 
ally came to my conclusion that Taylor’s 
nomination was probable, and they joined me 
in advising JVIr. Webster to he content with 
the second place if the first should prove be- 
J'-ond his reach. He reluctantly agreed to it, 
I was authorized to see the arrangements 
carried out. Just at this point his son, 
Fletcher, came home from town, and lie ridi¬ 
culed the scheme so energetically and so bit¬ 
terly that bis father returned to his original 
position and refused to have anything to do 
with my proposal. Well, the vice-presidency 
went begging. The name of Fillmore was 
suddenly sprung upon the convention and 
was put on the ticket. Taylor and he were 
elected; Taylor died in four months,and Fill 
more became president, and Webster went 
down to Washington and served him as secre¬ 
tary of State, as he had similarly served 
the accidental Tyler! I think the pair of cu¬ 
rious mishaps did a good deal to sour him, 
and, perhaps, helped to make him reckless in 
his personal habits.
